ideals  and  excellent  codes  of  ethic*.  Other  sys¬ 
tems  ground  themselves  in  fundamental  moral 
concepts  and  appeal  to  the  beat  in  human 
nature.  Other  fgitha  furnish  examples  of  in¬ 
spiring  living  and  point  to  thair  glorious  mar¬ 
tyrdoms.  The  one  distinctive  note  of  Christian¬ 
ity.  the  one  thing  that  differentiates  It  from  all 
other  religions,  systems,  faiths,  is  life.  It  is 
dynamic,  not  with  the  energy  of  a  storage  bat¬ 
tery  or  Jammed  up  raaervolr,  but  of  an  Indwell¬ 
ing  life;'  Its  power  of  achievement  la  not  that 
of  a  mechanical  copying  of  divine  models  and 
patterns,  bnt  of  a  swelling  vitality  like  that  of 
the  springtime  when  the  tides  of  life  rnn  at  the 
full.  Life  may  never  be  adequately  defined.  It 
must  be  felt.  Once  felt,  definition  Is  unneces¬ 
sary  Technically  U  may  be  described  la  terms 
of  what  it  does,  bnt  Itself  Is  more  than  doings, 
and  It  goes  too  deep  for  analysts  or  complete 
comprehension. 

1  But  life,  whatever  It  may  be.  characterizes 
the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  In  such  a  manner  as 
to  set  It  oft  from  all  other  religions  that  man 
haa  ever  known.  Because  of  It,  the  comparison 
between  this  and  other  forms  of  faith  Is  In  reali¬ 
ty  a  contrast,  the  emphasis  of  fundamental  dif¬ 
ference  rather  than  of  casual  likeness.  The  first 
requirement  of  Christian  disciples  ie  a  condition 
of  life:  "Ye  must  be  born  again."  The  lew  of 
disclpleshlp  Is  not  Imitation  but  Impartntlon — 
the  divine  life  flows  In  upon  the  human,  and 
Christ  and  man  are  one  In  a  vital  nnton.  The 
prophecy  of  the  perpetuity  and  efficiency  of  the 
church  la  predicated  not  upon  the  nnnmbers  or 
the  wisdom  of  iboae  composing  It,  the  rank  and 
wealth  they  may  attain,  or  the  favorable  dis¬ 
position  of  the  world  towards  them,  bnt  upon 
th%  indwelling  of  a  living  Spirit.  "Ye  shall  re¬ 
ceive  power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  le  come 
upon  yon,"  was  not  a  local  and  time-limited 
condition,  but  the  universal  and  time-long  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  church.  In  lien  of  which  nothing 
avails.  It  has  alway*  been  a  marvel  to  the  world 
that  the  church  has  not  perished  from  the  earth 
‘In  some  of  the  experiences  through  which  It  haa 
passed:  but  the  marvel  of  Its  continued  extstenc 
leases  than  the  marvel  of  Its  andorlng  vitality. 

Its  continuance  has  not  been  that  of  solid  resis¬ 
tance  to  opposing  forces  inch  as  a  strongly  con¬ 
structed  building  might  make,  but  that  of  a  liv¬ 
ing  organism  persisting  by  virtue  of  Its  own 
vital  force.  •  It  has  continued  because  It  has 
lived.

Circumstances  hare  reciptly  thrown  me  much 
with  men  who  work,  trijde,  traflc,  talk,  Bnd 
think  a  lot.  You  would  got  think  it,  but  they 
have  an  opinion,  that  Is,  pome  among  them  do, 
about  every  body  and  everything;  and  they  dre 
free  to  express  themeoivsdto  each  other.  If  you 
are  a  preacher  they  wll|  be  duly  deferential  to 
you.  at  least  they  are  to  Me,  but  they  will  site 
you  up.  I  hare  been  tremendously  Impressed  . 
and  helped  by  my  aseoclatton  wtth  this  laboring, 
trading,  traveling,  trafficking  people;  aa  I  have 
listened  to  them  talk  aqll  Waited  "to  see  the 
end."  I  hare  gotten  several  serious  convictions 
which  I  want  to  give  to  yoii. 

First,  I  have  learned  6>e  sad,  sad  tact  that 
the  non-church  going  .masses  look  upon  the 
preachers  as  a  class  who  mink  too  well  of  them¬ 
selves,  and  aa  men  who'ftpow  but  little  about 
the  real  life  of  laboring  npople.  They  look  up¬ 
on  them  as  a  claaa  apart|  who  can’t  really  ap¬ 
preciate  laboring  humanity.  That  Is  a  sad  fact, 
hut  It  Is  a  fart,  and  the  sadeat  part  about  it  Is, 
their  fdes  Is  too  nearly  correct.  As  the  minister 
1»  lifted  np  out  of  the  common  tasks  of  man,  by 
being  supported  by  the  chjirches.  he  gives  him¬ 
self  more  and  more  to  bobka,  and  to  social  vlait- 
lng,  largely  in  the  homea  of  the  better-to-do, 
and  unknowingly,  gets  out  ot  touch  with  the 
trading,  laboring  mgssea,  ahd  they  see  It  and  feel 
It,  and  In  their  hearts  thljr  resent  It.  That  Is 
the  condition  to  day  In  the*  tow  ns  among  the  un¬ 
reached,  non-church-going,  laboring,  trading 
masses;  and  it  U  hard  to  sfe  how  to  remedy  It. 

If  we  viait  them  at  their  work,  they  look  on  ua 
as  gentlemen  of  leisure  apd  think  we  come  to 
them  patronising ly;  therefore  their  nature  rebela 
agalnat  that,  though  they  treat  us  kiadly. 

Second.  I  have  learned;  that  they,  the  non¬ 
churchgoing  maasess,  think  of  the  ehurches  as 
the  places  for  hypoerltea,  squeezers,  extortioners, 
grinders,  and  their  famillta  to  make  a  show  of 
their  religion  and  clothe/  and  the  preachen 


cater  to  such  because  they  support  them  and 
keep  them  from  having  to’ do  hard  work,  anch 
as  they  do.  They  look  an  the  very  word  chnrch 
with  a  frown.  Many  of  them  have  honestly  come 
to  think  of  it  aa  a  elan  Of  selfrigbteous  people 
who  look  on  them  as  "poor  devils  that  haws  te 
work."  This,  too.  to  sad.  bat  to  a  fact.  Of 
course  their  conception  to  wrong,  hat  how  can 
we  get  them  to  see  HT  It  pains  my  heart  to  see 
manlteet  In  almost  every  face  a  feeling  of  un- 
klndneaa  toward  the  church.  Talk  to  them 
about  golag  to  chnrch  and  they  say  hat  little,  bht 
look  a  lot,  and  eae  by  one  get  ap  and  go  to  work 
or  go  away.  Man  and  women,  this  to  serious.

has  by  no  means  secured  control  of  all  the  re¬ 
ligious  parties  of  the  world.  While  these  con¬ 
ditions  remain  there  will  be  need  for  a  separate 
Beptlst  body  to  incorporate  and  exemplify  in 
its  fullness  New  Testament  Christianity.  It 
would  be  little  short  of  a  tragedy  for  the  Bap¬ 
tists  to  surrender  their  time-honored  and  lime- 
proven  position  just  when  the  opportunity  to 
carry  It  to  larger  success  seems  brighter  than 
ever  before.  We  recognise  every  man  who 
loves  Jesus  Christ  as  a  brother  beloved  even 
though  be  may  be  In  error,  and  we  shell  gladly 
join  with  him  In  the  common  tasks  ot  the  King¬ 
dom  where  the  Interests  of  the  Kingdom  seem 
to  make  that  wise  and  expedient:  but  we  can 
never  adopt  such  plans  of  co-operation  as 
will  sllencs  or  embarras  us  la  the  proclamation 
of  those  great  fundamental  truths  or  the  gospel 
which  have  given  ns  significance  la  the  past. 
We  do  not  cling  to  these  truths  as  a  tradition 
nor  do  ws  Insist  upon  the  prlvlloge  of  preaching 
them  because  of  any  love  of  oddity  or  delight 
In  contention,  bat  because  la  our  hearts  we  be- 
Ueve  that  the  world  needs  them,  that  our  op¬ 
ponents  themselves  will  be  beneflfled  by  oar 
faithfulness  to  tbs  truths  of  Scripture.  Feeling 
thus,  we  must  be  rearlees  while  we  are  fratern¬ 
al  and  kindly  In  our  proclamation  of  all  the 
truths  of  the  gospel.  la  tbla  way  wa  can  beat 
be  true  to  conscience  and  most  truly  and  large¬ 
ly  serve  mankind.— Word  and  Way.

Just  new  the  Methodists.  North  and  8outh 
are  trying  to  solve  the  problem  of  unification. 
This  is  not  to  find  any  fault  with  them  nor 
primarily  to  discuss  their  problems  for  them. 
It  is  simply  a  study  of  Unification  aa  exempli¬ 
fied  in  their  efforts. 

The  difference  between  Baptists,  who  hold 
the  congregational  form  of  church  polity,  and 
Methodists,  who  hold  to  the  episcopal  form, 
comes  Immediately  into  evidence.  Tq  a  Baptist 
there  is  no  such  thing  aa  visible  union,  actual 
or  possible.  It  simply  does  not  exist  either  in 
fact  or  in  thought.  It  is  neither  possible  nor 
desirable.  On  the  other  hand  the  Methodist 
idea,  which  is  like  that  of  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  and  the  Catholic,  is  that  organic,  bodily, 
visible  unity  Is  absolutely,  essential  to  the  idea 
of  the  church.  To  them  unless  the  whole  body 
of  Christiana  Is  joined  up  into  one  great  organ¬ 
ization  there  is  something  seriously  lacking  in 
Christianity,  that  violence  is  done  to  the  body 
of  Christ,  and  offense  given  to  his  person:  that 
otherwise  the  Lord  la  grieved  and  the  world 
cannot  be  effectively  reached:  That  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  the  world  is  retarded  If  not  absolutely 


Tbe  first  Baptist  preacher  In  the  world  had 
the  blues,  and  anyone  who  has  them  now  may 
claim  preapoatolic  succession.  John  the  Bap¬ 
tist  had  a  period  of  serious  spiritual  depression 
when  his  faith  was  in  partial  eclipse.  % 

Nobody  had  ever  preached  with  «  more  posi¬ 
tive  note  of  conviction  than  he  did;  and  nobody 
had  ever  greater  reason  to  be  sure  he  was  right 
and  hla  message  true.  He  was  filled  with  the 
Spirit  from  his  birth:  hh  mother  had  doubtless 
told  him  the  saered  mysteries  revealed  to  her 
ahd  her  kine-woman  Mary.

When 
people  are  oyer  worked  and  run  down,  satan 
takes  advantage  of  them.  *When  they  are  in  111 
health  it  is  easy  to  be  a  prey  to  splrltal  Ills 
Elijah  mad  his  period  of  spiritual  as  well  as 
physical  exhaustion  and  was  woefully  in  the 
dumps.  Many  a  preacher  is  on  Monday  unfit 
to  mingle  with  people  for  fear  of  doing  more 
harm  on  Monday  than  be  did  good  on  Sunday, 
simply  from  nervous  exhaustion.  When  our 
sources  of  knowledge  are,  cut  off  we  are  liable 
to  heate  a  false  perspective,  and  everything 
seems  going  to  the  bad.

It  would  help  a  heap  for  people  who  are 
raised,  blind  receive  sight,  lame  are  made  to 
walk,  the  lepers  are  cleansed,  the  deaf  hear, 
the  poor  have  good  tidings  preached  to  them. 

That’s  a  tonic  to  faith;  thats’  a  breath  from 
the  sunny  hills.  A  good  religious  paper,  not 
one  that  croaks  and  kicks,  but  one  that  tells  of 
progress-  in  the  work  of  God  is  a  good  medi¬ 
cine.  It  would  help  a  heap  of  people  who  are 
down  id  the  pit  or  the  frog  pond. 

And  then  Jesus  gently,  so  gently,  rebukes 
him  by  saying  "Blessed  is  he  who  shall  find 
no  occasion  of  stumbling  in  me."  He  did  not 
declare  malidiction  on  the  doubt.  He  did  the 
other,  he  declared  blessings  on  the  believer.  He 
pointed  to  the  brighter  side. 

When  things  do  not  go  as  we  expected  or 
plannedf  we  are  not  therefore  to  conclude  that 
everything  has  gone  to  the  bad.  John  das  dis¬ 
appointed,  but  the  purpose  of  God  was  being 
fulfilled.  God's  plan  la  not  thwarted  because 
we  are  set  aside.  The  heavens  have'nt  collaps¬ 
ed  because  we  are  out  of  the  running  for  a 
while.  The  purpose  of  God  may  be  fulfilled 
even  by  our  disappointments.  Steady  in  faith.

Ia  other  words  there  Is  something  more  im¬ 
portant  for  yon  to  teach  yonr  scholars  than  their 
Sunday  lessons,  and  that  is  yon  must  teach  them 
how  to  study  their  Bible.  Tou  must  come  to 
close  quarters  with  each  scholar  privately  find¬ 
ing  out  hit  method  of  Bible  study:  finding  out 
whether  be  has  a  Bible;  what  time  he  has  avail¬ 
able  for  Bible  study;  what  difficulties  lie  in 
his  way,  etc. 

You  may  have  to  spend  One  or  more  evenings 
with  him  at  his,  or  yonr  own  home,  showing 
him  the  path  that  his  study  must  travel. 

And  then  when  you  have  thus  given  your 
scholars  a  start  and  a  momentum  In  their  study 
of  the  Bible,  and  each  Sunday  they  come  to  the 
class  athrill  with  their  week’s  experiences  of 
study,  what  a  time  you  and  they  will  hare.  Yes, 
this  is  ah  ideal  picture.  The  eld  sister  declared

The  trwmp  who  stole 
the  gentleman’s  parse  eaplained  it  to  the  Judge 
by  saying  that  be  thought  the  change  would  do 
him  good.  He  was  mistaken,  but  there  la  a 
change  that  woulTdo  many  Sunday  school  teach¬ 
ers  a  world  of  good  aad  that  is  for  them  to  fHng 
aside  their  lesson  help*  for  a  while  and  he  shut 
up  with  the  Bihle  alone.  Not  that  these  lemon 
helps  are  not  useful  and  essential.  They  will  ex¬ 
plain  points  in  geopraphy;  they  wiU  clear  up 
difficulties  and  shed  varied  lights  upon  the  les¬ 
son  text  and  we  should  be  grateful  for  such  high 
grade  literature,  and,  hut,  in  most  cases,  per¬ 
sistent  digging  Into  the  Bihle  Itself  will  clear 
up  far  more  difficulties  and  bring  richer  results 
for  the  teacher  than  his  leaning  upon  the  out¬ 
side  aids.  Use  such  helps  near  the  end  of  your 
study  of  the  lesson  rather  than  at  the  beginning. 
To  read  the  comments  of  the  lesson  paper  first 
Is  to  fill  your  minds  with  Its  Interpretation  and 
you  thus  look  at  the  lesson  through  the  spec¬ 
tacles  of  the  lesson  help,  and  you  are  thus  un¬ 
fitted  for  approaching  the  lesson  with  the  eager¬ 
ness  and  alertness  of  the  open,  untrameled  mind. 

Teacher,  did  you  ever  pause  to  think  what  a 
prodigious  service  your  class  and  your  Sunday 
school  render  you  in  the  matter  of  your  own 
Bible  study,  in  giving  you  a  well  prepared  list 
of  weekly  Bible  studies,  In  furnishing  you  splen¬ 
did  lesson  helps,  in  providing  a  stimulus  to  you 
for  your  weekly  studies,  and  in  putting  berore 
you  each  Sunday  a  group  of  scholars  to  receive 
the  results  of  your  studies  and  whom  you  may 
lead  to  become  enthusiastic  students  of  the  Bible.

North  Caro¬ 
lina  stands  at  the  head  of  the  list  this 
month  in  diplomas  and  red  seal*  go 
celved,  424  diplomas  and  128  red  seals. 
She  received,  bew«rec.  only  1  blue  aaal 
and  po  poo*  graduate  seels  not  gold 
ooola.  Texas  is  head  In  pest  graduate 
end  gold  seels,  reentries  M  of  the 
former  and.  5  of  the  latter,  and  stands! 
seoo/id  on  the  Mat  k  blue  .seals,  re 
ceivlng  13,  while  Kentucky  leads  with 
fourteen. 

There  was  a  total  of  1288  diplomas 
granted  within  the  Convention.  273 
txl  seals,  80  blue  seals,  20  post  grad 
uate  seals,  and  11  gold  seals. 

There  were  no  schools  In  Mississippi 
reported  as  A1  during  the  month.  We 
have  only  nine  In  the  State  So  report¬ 
ed.  Is  your  school  one  of  the  nine? 

Mississippi  bad  one  Intermediate 
class  organised  and  registered  with  the 
Nashville  office  during  April.  We  have 
onl/  twenty-live  Intermediate  classes 
In  the  State  organised  and  registered 
This  gives  us  128  senior  adult  clauses 
with  a  total  enrollment  of  2387.

But  It  has  first  end  taeluly 
to  do  ,  with  motive,  with  purpose, 
and  with  decision  Another  Bible 
phrase  wll  help  usi  to  understand 
the  function  of  this  word — "As  a 
man  thinketh  in  his  heart.” 

"Pare"  Is  used  here  and  elsewhere 
In  the  Book  of  Books  to  suggest 
''unalloyed.”  “clean.”  and  single.” 

With  theee  two  definitions  in  mind 
we  may  paraphrase  the  test,  evi¬ 
dently  our  Lord  is  saying.  "Blessed 
Is  the  man  whose  central  desire, 
purpose  and  determination  are  tor 
Ood — his  glory  sad  his  will." 

To  aid  us  at  this  point  let  us  re¬ 
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Invisible  Ood.  Their  whole  heroism 
is  in  the  use  of  thelsaeoul's  eyes. 
Note  the  interpreting  pimasas: 

"A  conviction  of  things  not  seen.” 

“Whet  Is  seen,  hath  not  been  nude

Let  ua  not  degenerate  Into  emo¬ 
tionalism.  The  word  “■eg”  in  our 
text  has  to  do  mainly  with  dear  per¬ 
ception  and  spiritual  purpose.  But 
tho-  teaching  is  gloriously  icertaln 
that  the  pure  in  heert  shall  here  and 
| now  be  privileged  to  have  such  ex¬ 
periences  of  God  In  thobght  snd 
feeling  and  fellowship  that  they  will 
be  able  to  speak  within  the  truth 
as  they  address  their  own  hearts 
with  awe  and  solemlnty — “Mine 
eyes  hath  seen  the  king,  the  Lord 
of  hosts!”  To  see  God  Is  not  the 
reward  of  purity;  It  is  the  accom- 


iat  of  the  -Christ.  The  promise  finds 
its  fulfillment  not  hereafter,  but 
herg;  not  In  the  future  glory,  but  in 
thehattllng  present  hour.  It  is  here 
and  'noyr  that  men  are  privileged  to.

Judges,  and  encourages  as-he  pleases , 
TV's  have  called  the  text  “The  8u* 
preme  Promise  "  It  to  equally  the 
“Settled  Ptbvlikw" — the  declaration 
of  aplritual  privilege  In  the  kingdom 
that  begins,  not  at  death,  but  at  the 
death  of  self,  not  at  the  life  beyond 
the  grace,  but  at  the  Imparted  Ilfs 
of  Christ  given  here  and  now,  im¬ 
mediately.  to  the  penitent.
